Farm Products 
Exempted From 
Price Ceiling 


OTTAWA, Nov. 27.—(CP)—The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
announced Wednesday night that 
the general ceiling which goes 
into effect Dec. 1 will not apply 
on sales of a wide range of farm 
products and fish between the 
primary producer and the dealer 
or processor. 

Retail price levels of these com- 
modities are not affected and must 
not exceed the maximum prices in 
effect from Sept. 15 to Oct. 11, the 
base period, at major markets. 


BOARD'S STATEMENT 

A brief statement by the board 
said: 

“The ceiling order will not apply 


to livestock, poultry, eggs, milk, 
cream, dairy butter, farm - made 
cheese, honey, maple syrup, fish, 


when sold by the primary producer 
to dealers, processors or manu- 
facturers. 

“If such products are sold by 
primary producers directly to 
consumers through public mar- 
kets or otherwise, maximum 

/ prices which may be charged 
must not be higher than maxi- 
mum retail prices established dur- 
ing the basic period (Sept. 15 to 

Oct. 11) for the same products 
in the same area. 

“The ceiling price order does ap- | 
ply in every particular to all food 
products sold by dealers, processors, 
manufacturers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers, excepting fresh fruits and 
vegetables.” 

A summary of the order releasea 
Simultaneously by the prices and 
trade board said the move is in- 
tended to maintain “flexibility in 
transactions between primary pro- | 
ducers and dealers or processors.” 


PRODUCERS PROTECTED 

It was previously intimated by | 
spokesmen for the board that such 
action would be taken, They said 
that-it was anticipated sleps would 
be taken to see that the interests of 
primary producers were protected 
from any efforts to force down the 
price paid for .heir products because 
of the price-cciling on processed and 
manufactured goods. 

Exemption of fresh fruits, vege- 
tables and greenhouse products from 
the general price-ceiling was made 
public several days ago 

Creamery butter and manufac- 

tured cheese are not afiected by 
last night’s announcement since 
they are manufactured products 
and all manufactured products are 
subject to the price-ceiling. How- 
ever, milk sold by farmers to 
manufacturers of butter and 
cheese will be exempt from the 
ceiling.

These newly established air bases—set up 
under the auspices of the Joint Canadian- 
American Defence Commission, headed by 
Fiorello La Guardia — are located in the 
heart of the Canadian northwest. Like a 
life line, they connect Alaskan bases with 
the principal industrial and military cen- 
ters of the United States and Canada. 


Why are these bases vital? 


Because, in the event of a sudden emerg- 
ency requiring the U.S. to defend Alaska 


against attack, this chain of bases would 
make possible big-scale transportation of 


men, goods and supplies by air, to greatly 
strengthen Alaskan forces. 


ERT J. CASEY 


This northern wilderness boasts no high- 
ways or railroads—provides no means for 
quickly transporting men and supplies, ex- 
cept by air. Previous to Bob Casey’s current 
coverage, the new bases had been thorough- 
ly surveyed only by Canadian authorities 
and members of the international commis- 
sion, 


Casey travelled over part of the route— 
Calgary to Edmonton—in a Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force Bomber, put at his disposal 
by Canadian authorities. He covered the 
system from Edmonton to Fairbanks, Alas- 
ka, via Yukon Southern Air Transport, also 
by arrangement with Canadian authorities. 


While in Alaska, Correspondent Casey — 
who returned to America this summer after 
two years of uninterrupted war coverage— 
will study and report the defence setup in 
that strategic Pacific area.

There are no defence lines, as in 
Russia, to mark and restrict the actual 
area of combat. Instead, there is the 
open desert where two great highly- 
mechanized forces may manoeuvre 
without much regard to either direc- 
tion or distance. What the observers 
have seen and reported have heen 
masses of tanks and armored cars 
rushing ‘hither and thither in a bewild- 
ering series of separate engagements, 
with rival air squadrons wheeling over- 
head to bomb the enemy wherever he 
might be found. 

This mechanical melee was inevit- 
able at the outset, but it cannot con- 
tinue indefinitely. This first phase of 
the battle is said to be now nearing an 


end. With the sea behind, the Axis 
forces cannot replace their wrecked 
tanks and motor transport. Sooner 


or later they must fight on foot, and 
when they must fight on foot they will 
fight at a disadvantage, for the British 
forces will be able to bring in new 
equipment both by land and sea 

That the fighting is bitter and the 
battle thus far indecisive does not 
therefore raise doubt as to the outcome.

So This Is Solidarity? 


Germany, Italy, Spain, Japan, Hun- 
gary and Manchukuo on Tuesday re- 
newed for five years the anti-comintern 
pact which they signed five years ago. 
The names of seven other states were 
also placed on the document, by men 
not one of whom could present creden- 
tials acceptable in any gathering of na- 
tional representatives. 

Finland, Denmark, Bulgaria, Croa- 
tia, Slovakia, Rumania and the Japan- 
ese puppet junta at Nanking were the 
new signatories. Of these states four 
are directly» in the Nazi grip, two 
others only exist by proclamation of 
Hitler, and the Nanking bureau is a 
branch of the Japanese foreign office. 
It was an impressive gathering over 
which Von Ribbentrop the arch-per- 
jurer fittingly presided. A more pre- 
tentious assemblage of Quislings and 
fakers never surely got together in the 
name of an international conference. 

The vacant seats signify more than 
the delegates present at the commina- 
tion session. Nobody was there to add 
the name of Norway to the roster, 
nor the name of Holland, nor of Bel- 
gium, nor of France, nor Switzerland, 
nor Portugal, nor Greece, nor Yugo- 
Slavia, nor Poland, nor the Baltic 
states, nor Albania. Of the countries 
actually overrun by Nazi armies and 
subject to Nazi vengeance, it was found 
possible or safe to add the names of 
only a minority to the pact.

A Chance To Co-Operate 


For taxation purposes property in 
Edmonton will be valued in 1942 at the 
same figures as in 1941. Excepting, of 
course, cases in which a new building 
has been put up, or an old one improv- 
ed, torn down or moved away. With 
these changes the assessments for next 
year will be the same as for this year. 
That is to say, the total assessment will 
be raised only by the rated value of 
new buildings and improvements—less 
the value of buildings removed or des- 
troyed. 

This means that if the tax-rate is to 
be no higher than this year, council will 
have to keep increased expenditure 
down to the amount of the taxes de- 
rived from new buildings and improve- 
ments. If there is to be any reduction 
in the mill-rate, expenditure will have 
to be something less than this. 

There cannot be any serious notion 
in the minds of council-members that 
Edmonton taxation is too low, or as low 
as it should be. It is still too high; wit- 
ness the expedients to which house- 
holders are going in order to obtain 
some revenue by renting apartments in 
houses which were not designed to ac- 
commodate more than one family each. 
High taxes have done more than greed 
to cause the chopping-up of houses into 
apartment buildings, sometimes with- 
out consent of the building license de- 
partment, and resulting in a situation 
in which the sanitary regulations can- 
not be enforced. Owners herve been 
constrained to do this because ieir tax 
bills made too heavy a drain on their 


Council, it is to be hoped, will keep 
this fact clearly in mind when the es- 
timates for next year are being made 
up. And taxpayers will help very mat- 
erially if they do not demand expendi- 
tures which council cannot make with- 
out keeping up the tax-rate or even 
raising it.

Lippmann Considers 
Work Is Being Done by Gen- 
erals in New Training 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Until I went to the manoeuvres this 


week I had never seen a modetn army in 
motion, and it was soon evident to me that 


I had not been able to realize what in fact 
the life of the new army is. I knew, of 
course, that the appearance of things 
would be very different from what it was 
in France in 1918, and indeed from that of 
the French army in the 


first winter of this war 
Yet somehow, in spite of 
all that I had read, and 
of all the pictures I had 
seen, I was as unprepared 
for the change as a sur- 
vior from the horse-and- 
buggy age who had heard 
of horseless carriages and 
thought them amazing 
but had never imagined 
how different life would 
be when automobiles 
were in common use. 

There is no doubt, though I cannot 
pretend to describe or to define the conse- 
quences, that the combustion engine has 
wrought as profound a_ revolutionary 
change in military life at it has in civil 
life, and that the new army today is as 
different from the old Army as New York 
City is different from the New York 
where, as a small boy, I kept a goat in the 
stable around the corner. 

Yet what struck me most forcibly in 
the Carolinas this week was that the new 
army is much closer to civilian life of 
America today than the American army 
has ever been since the days of the Indian 
fighters on the frontier. And then, I real- 
ized that the A.E.F. of 1917-1918 came in 
a phase of military history which was 
peculiariy alien to American tradition and 
to American aptitudes. For the mass ar- 
mies of the first World War were the cul- 
minating phase of a European tradition in 
which highly drilled masses of men were 
used, without regard for human life or 
respect for individual capacity, as living 


weapons. 
Complex 

The new army, on the contrary, is a 
complex organization of small teams of 
men each based on a tank, an armored 
car, a plane, or some other moving piece 
of upparatus. Looked at from the point of 
view of the high command the new army 
is a tremendous affair of supplies and of 
communications and the routing of traffic, 
of deciding where and when and how to 
move this and that. 

The men most fitted to direct the new 
armies are men accustomed to a way of 
life in which there is large-scale indus- 
trial organization with innumerable inter- 
locking factors, and to the operation of 
modern communications — railroads, 
trucks, planes, telegraph, telephone, radio. 
From the point of view of the staff or- 
ganization the new army is the military 
aspect of modern industrial and engineer- 
ing administration From the point of 
view of the men in the line, the character- 
istic feature of the new army ig no longer 
t anonymous masses of mechanically 
d d robots, but innumerable small 
teams that move about quickly, and with- 


in the limits assigned to them by the com- 
mand above, are rather like the old In- 
dian fighters, using instead of horses their 
own self-propelled vehicles 

Thus, though at the top the new army 
is Jarge-seale highly technical engineer- 
ing, the combat troops are to an astonish- 
ing degree dispersed and individualized 


| and compelled to rely on their own initia- 


tive and resources. I am afraid I am not 
making myself clear. For until one has 
seen both the complexity of the adminis- 
trative organization and at the same time 
how scattered and self-contained are the 
combat teams themselves, it is difficult to 
realize how altogether different the new 
army is from what we remember of the 
armies of 1917-1918. 


Military Art 


It is quite evident to me, though I do 
not wish to draw any far-flung conclu- 
sions from it, that for the first time in our 
history there is a close compatibility be- 
tween the military art and the American 
mode of life. We have never been a mili- 
tary people, partly no doubt because we 
did not have to be, but also because the 
military tradition which lasted from Fred- 
erick the Great and Napoleon to the first 
World War involved a collective use of 
men which was wholly alien to American 
individualism. The new military art is, 
in contrast, very American in its large- 
scale’ administrative technique, in its 
mechanization, in its reliance upon indi- 
vidual initiative and upon teamwork 
rather than upon regimentation, and in 
the rapid disappearance of the caste dis- 
tinctions between officers and men. Amer- 
icans take to jit as readily as islanders take 
to the sea or as the plainsmen and cow- 
boys once took to rough riding. 

Tt is certain that there is not in all the 
world today a population so naturally 
prepared for the new military develop- 
ment as is the American; the young men 
are used from childhood to motors and 
radios and traffic and to most of the 
equipment they handle and to the prob- 
lems of supply and maintenance. To or- 
ganize them for a modern army is lik* 
making cavalry out of men who have rid- 
den horses all their lives, or like making 
sailors out of a population of ,fishermen. 
The Americans are already in their nat- 
ural element, and the problem of making 
an army is the problem of developing suf- 
ficient officers who understand the mili- 
tary use of these civilian aptitudes. For 
itis evident that the rank and file of the 
American army are by their previous ex- 
perience in civil life peculiarly capable of 
becoming exceptionally good soldiers just 
as fast as there are enough experienced 
officers to teach them and as soon as the 
country itself gives them the tools they 


require, 
Brilliant Work 


My impression js that, considering the 
state of the army twelve months ago, Gen- 
eral Marshall and the War Department 
have done not merely a good but in fact 
a brilliant work, There is no comparison 
in equipment or training, so it seems to 
me, between this army today and the 
army which went to France in the winter 
of 1917-1918. This army is far better 
equipped—in fact, except for certain 
highly specialized weapons which it does 
not not yet have in quantity, it is aston- 


Canada’s Cost-Of-Living Index 


How It Js Computed and the Way * 


It Determines Cost of 
Living Bonuses 
By H. F. GREENWAY 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
cost-of-living index is a statistical meas- 
urement of the percentage change from 
month to month in the cost of a typical 
wage-carner, family living budget. It is 
the measurement specified in Order-in- 
Council P.C. 8253 which has recently re- 
placed P.C. 7440 for the purpose of. cal- 
culating wartime cost-of-living bonuses 
for employees Since the same list of 


items is priced each month, the cost-of- 


ring index is a measure of the changing 


costs of 


a fixed level of living 
Where Published 
The cost-of-living index appears first 


in a single-page release, prepared by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics toward the 
end of the first week in each month, This 
release known as “Prices and Price In- 
dexes (Preliminary)” contains the index 
based on retail prices obtaining on the 
first business day of the month preceding, 
along with earlier comparative figures. 
Thus, the cost-of-living index for Septem- 
ber 2, 1941, was released on October . 6, 
and was carried in a Canadian Press dis- 
patch the following morning. The same 
index appeared about two weeks later in 
the Bureau’s monthly bulletin “Prices and 


Price Indexes” anc in the “Labour Gaz- 
ette” issued by the Dominion Department 
of Labour. 


How Used 

The movement of the cost-of-living in- 
dex may be measured in terms of poin’s or 
in terms of percentage. This is a distinc- 
tion which causes some confusion. The 
percentage change in living costs between 
any two index dates may be obtained by 
le division. If, for example, the per- 
centage rise between August, 1939, and 
September, 1941, is required, it may be 
obtained by dividing the August, 1939, in- 
dex of 100.8 into the September, 194i, in- 
dex of 114.7. The increase thus shown is 
13.8 per cent, and this is the figure record- 
ed by the Bureau and the Department of 
Labour as the “wartime increase” in the 
cost-of-living up to September 2, 1941. 
The Department of Labour used this pro- 
cedure to establish the cost-of-living index 
numbers for Canada, appearing in the 
pamphlet “Canada’s Wartime Wages Pol- 
icy.” Monthly percentage increases since 
August, 1939, were added to 100 to obtain 
a s€ries of indexes relating directly to 
price levels in August, 1939, ie. August, 
1939—100. The Bureau's original index 
of 100.8 for August, 1939, is related to the 
base period 1935-1939—100, which has re- 
cently been adopted as the base period 
for Bureau indexes of prices, production, 
carloadings, etc 

For cost-of-living bonus purposes, 
however, it is the rise or fall of the index 
in points (August, 1939-100) which should 
be watched, In this case differences are 
calculated by addition or subtraction 
rather than by division, with each point of 
change being equa! to 25 cents per week in 
terms of the bonus. The new order-in- 
council states in section 12 that—“The 
amount of the bonus shall be redetermined 
every three months (viz., effective for the 
first payroll periods beginning on or after 
the 15th day of the months of February, 
May. August and November respective'y) 
on the basis of the change in the cost of

The Cost-of-Living Index Budget 


The present budget employed by the 
Bureau in calculating cost-of-living in- 
dexes has been based upon expenditure 
records of 1,439 wage-earner families for 
the year ending September 30, 1938. Care 
was taken to ensure that expenditure rec- 
ords were collected from families which 
were typical of the wage-earner group 
with respect to income, number of per- 
sons, and living accommodation. This 
involved a broader and more general pre- 
liminary canvass of approximately 45,000 
homes in 12 cities across the Dominion 
preceding the collection of the detailed ex- 
penditure records. From the information 
secured in this preliminary survey, it was 
possible to make sure that only families 
with certain characteristtes were asked to 
complete expenditure schedules. These 
were all families with husband and wife, 
with from one to five children present 
in the home. They were completely self- 
supporting during the survey year with 
total family earnings ranging from $450 to 
$2.500 for that period. No kitchén or bath- 
room facilities were shared with other 
families. 

The average annual expenditure of the 
1,439 survey families amounted to $1,453, 
of which $1,414 is represented directly or 
indirectly in the Bureau’s cost-of-living 
budget. The proportions of expenditure de- 
voted to the principal budget grouns were 
as, follows: food 31.3 per cent, shelter 19.1 
per cent, fuel and light 6.4 per cent, cloth- 
ing 11.7 per cent, home furnishings and 
services 8.9 per cent, 


The Mechanies of Index Construction 


It is not possible simply to multiply 
current price averages by budget quan- 
tities for the 150 odd items represented, 
add up these products and compare the 
total cost with corresponding total costs 
on preceding dates. If this were done, 
foods with 46 items would form an even 
greater proportion of the total than the 
31.3 per cent already noted, and clothing 
with only 29 items would receive much 
less than the 11.7 per cent reported by sur- 
vey familities. In order to have each bud- 
get group represented in accordance with 
the experience of survey families, group 
indexes are first computed and then mul- 
tiplied by the percentage figures (weights) 
already noted. Since these percentages add 
up to 100, the summation of products ob- 
tained by multiplying group indexes by 
their corresponding weights automatically 
yields a composite index of all living costs. 
This principle of applying percentage 
weights to indexes is also used in sub- 
groups within several of the principal bud- 
get yrounrs. e.g, for coal, coke, gas and 
eleclvicity in te fuel and lighting group.

ishingly well equipped in the thousand 
and-one things from trucks to shoes and 
blankets which soldiers require. And 
though it is obvious that the men them- 
selves are not ready for combat against 
veteran troops and that a considerable 
part of the officers are still in the stage of 
selection and training, this is already a 
more skilled army than the one which 
General Pershing had to train within 
sound of the guns in France. 

Any one whose impressicn of the new 
army is based upon the rather disconsolate 
recruits whom he saw in the streets last 
spring and summer, looking less like sol- 
diers than like garage attendants out of a 
job, will revise his opinion if he sees them 
now in movement with their equipment, 
roaring along the roads and through the 
towns, spreading themselves out through 
the woods, operating their machines, 
tough, quick, eager, skillful, and very 
much at ease. For while no douBt this is 
a young army, a green army, and in some 
ways far from being a prepared army, it 
is unmistakably an army and no mere 
collection of uniformed civilians. 


Industrial Foundation 


There need be no doubt in our minds 
that this country has what is needed for 
the development of military power—pro- 
vided only the indispensable time is 
granted us. We have always known that 
we had the industrial foundation of a 
modern army: what I for one had not re- 
alized is that our industrial system has 
given us, besides the capacity to produce 
equipment, a population with a great ap- 
titude for using the equipment and for ad- 
ministering the use and maintenance of it. 
We have also, it is evident, a high com- 
mand which, judged by the results, has 
had a very well-conceived plan of organ- 
ization and training. For otherwise so 
much could not possibly have been ac- 
complished in so short a time. 

If any one, moreover, has ever doubted 
the wisdom of aiding the Allies and of 
lend-lease and of delivering the goods to 
the Allies, he has only to look at this Am- 
erican army today and realize what in- 
finite value the country has already got- 
ten out of the fact that we have had twelve 
months grace in which to prepare for any 
emergency.

They advised us that 
50 coupons should be sufficient to make a 
layette and clothing for the mother, hav- 
ing regard to the fact that her maternity 
clothes are not entirely an “extra.” 

ven if it is an austere allowance, it 
can only be so for the first child, because 
there is a lot of passing on of clothes when 
there is more than one child. And even if 
there is only one child, the austerity dis- 
appears as soon as the baby .is born, for 
the baby has an immediate coupon allow- 
ance for the rest of the year ending May 
31, 1942. 

Thus, babies born from now unti] the 
end of November will have 40 coupons, 
those born between December 1 and Feb- 
uary 28, 1942, 30 coupons, and those born 
between March 1 and May 31, 1942, 40 
coupons,
